I r.ilf-wnv up b great California 
mountain, upon a shelf or level space 
called Johnson's Plat, s few sheds 
and oabina oluatered about the ihafl 
of the Monte < ihristo mine. 

< >nc of these oabina— the beet of 
them .'ill -was oooupied by the su- 
perintendent of the mine. Hi was 
Doctor Green, and be had been a 
successful surgeon in an Eastern oity. 
Ill health had compelled him to re 
move to theae parts, and he had taken 
up the occupation of mining.

Preparations were made at to 

meet the invalid young lady at the 
station and bring her up the mono j 
tains as comfortably as possible. 
The camp wagon svas stuffed with 



mattresses and pillosvs, and a safe 
team of mules provided. 

I 'etc svas to he taken as driver. 
lie svas an excellent driver, under- 
stood the use of the hrake, knew the 
road perfectly, and svas afraid of no- 

thing exoept old Lighting. 

The train from the Fast svas due at 
eleven o'clock in (he forenoon, but 
svas seldom on time, and had lately 
hecn many hours late OH account of 

a washout. Arrangements were 
made, therefore for Mrs. Green and

A windlass and tackle were brought 
dosvn from the camp, and with great 
difficulty Old Lightning was drasvn 
up, not much injured.

Her father 
0«el Cislue. one of the sons of Bar- 
oil de la Mcuo'len.i, svho belonged 
to one of the most aristocratic families 
of Spain; and her grandmother held 
the high position of a lady of honor 
to the beautiful and powerful Queen 
Maria Louisa, so fondly remembered 
by the Spaniards. She svas also a 
cousin by marriage to the ex-Queen 
Isabella, tWO of her cousins having 
married the tsvo brothers of that 
royal personage. Senorita De Cislue 
svas sent at an early ace to the < \>1- 
lege of Loretto, in Madrid, where she 
received a finished and brilliant 
education, graduating before she svas 
are of age, becoming

and a thorough mistress of the piano, 
harp ami guitar. When Isabella svas 
but a girl five sears old. she met a 
child of her own age who was deaf, 
but svho svas svell learned in the deaf- 
nuite language. The two children 
formed a strong attachment for each 

other, and Isabella begged that she 
might be taught to converse with her 
little friend. About this time her 
eldest brother came home from col 

lege on a long vacation, bringing 

With him a friend of his, a handsome 
young Spaniard of about seventeen 
years of age svith the title of Slarquis. 
This young nobleman svas also a 
deaf-mute and from him the little 
Isabella learned to converse svith her 
fingers, and Subsequently became the 
constant friend and protector, in her 
childish was , of her deaf little play- 
mate. Time passed on ; the heroine 
of this sketch grew to be a lovely 
young lady of the true Moorish type 
of beauts. Her coal-black hair, 
beautiful Hashing black eyes and 
clear rich olive complexion, became a 
theme for the poet and the painter in 

Granada where she resided, after 
having left school in Madrid. A 
favorite ssalk of hers was through 

the gardens of the Alhambra, where 

an hour was passed chaperoned 
by some of her family, but generally 
by her grandmother, then ijo longer 
the handsome maid of honor. One 
day, as tin 1 tsvo ladies were walk-

There is probably no State in the 
Union whose eleemosynary and educa- 
tional institutions afford a richer pick 
for the politicians than Ohio. This 
is owing in a large degree of late 
yoars to the narrow majority the 
party now in power has. Were it 
strongly entrenched and able to carry 
the elections at each gubernatorial 
contest, we would see less of the re- 
organization business in these Insti- 
tutions. As it. is, improper manage- 
ment of the afTairs of State or discon- 
tent among the people, causes a re- 
solution and the State is turned over 
to the other party. What follows 
then in the way of dealing out spoils 
is known to all. All fair minded 
citizens with out respect to party de- 
preoate the system. Recently re- 
presentative Taylor introduced a bill 
in the Legislature whiofa aims to place 
the insane and imbecile institutions 
bsyond partisan control and make 
them no longer the subjects of spoils 
distribution for political purposes. 
The institutions for the blind and the 
deaf and dumb are not mentioned in 
the bill, and why this omission we are 

ai a loss to understand. Theyoertain- 

ly should be included. They are part 

of the school system of the State, 
where politics, as far as superinten- 
dents and teachers go, are kept out. 
And why should it not be so with 

these institutions where training and 
experience is so essential before the 

teacher can do his work right? In 
speaking of the matter to a member 
of the Legislature, we were given the 
impression thai before (he bill passed, 
it would be amended. The Columbus

disgraceful state of adairs has prevailed 

long enough, ami the neeil of reform Is ur- 
gent. Whether Mr. Taylor's bill proved to 

be a perfect temedj for the evil or not, it is 
to lie welcomed as an intelligent measure 

which deserves careful consideration. We 

earnestly hope that good may come from It. 
Among the provisions of the Winn 

bill, providing for the retention of 
female pupils who, through necessity, 
have to be kept at the infirmaries 
through vacation, at the institution 
during such time, and the teaching of 
dressmaking here, is one for an in- 
structress in the art. The salary to 
bo paid the person thus appointed is 
three hundred and fifty dollars and 
board per annum. In case (he person 
desires to live out of the institution, 
two hundred dollars is to be added to 
the above pet annum. 

Do the oralistS want the earth? 
Not contented with the institutions 
they already have, they now seek to 
have the National Deaf- .Mute College 
tuned over to them, and unless their 
demands are satisfied, they propose 
to start up an opposition college and 
thus destroy all means for the deaf 
and dumb to better their education 
after leaving the Stale Institutions. 
The motto of the articulationists or 
oralists seems to be, if a deaf and 
dumb person can not be taught to 
speak, it is no use to waste time and 
money on him. Pray what is to 
hinder, under the present system in 
at the college, an articulation 
taught pupil from pursuing the 
course of studies there now ? With 

'the " New departure" they have all 
the advantages, orally ami lip-read- 
ing, presented to them in such schools. 
If, as claimed, the college is a set- 
back to their progress, what is to 
hinder them from carrying on their 
conversations among themselves 
while there. The hearing prof, 
will hear their recital ions orally if 
desired. They can make all their 
wants known in the same manner. 
The college has always contained a 
number of semi-mutes, and we have 

yet to hear of one who lost the use 
of his voice during his attendance 
there. 

The college was established for the 

deaf and dumb, as such lei it stand. 
Do not bring in a new system to the 
exclusion of the method under wdiich 
the college has been brought to ils 
nt usefulness. 
Miss Mary H. True, connected with 
tin- American Association to promote 

the Teaching of Speech to the Deaf, 

was a visitor at the Institution, Tues- 
day, for a few hours. She was shown 
around by Mrs. Bfoasux, of the 
Articulation Department. She made 

a critical examination of the articula- 
tion system as taught here and com 

mented favorably upon it. she pro- 
mised to come here to remain a week 
next > ear, and ventured the opinion 



that she could teach the writer lip- 
reading in a week or two. We have 
our doubts as to the latter portion of 
the sentence. But if she will guar- 
antee to teach us in such a manner 
that we can readily distinguish what 
any person says while speaking, we 
will be a " Doubting Thomas" no 
longer.

It is undeniable that some 
Indians within the grienly bolt may 
have used the tomahawk or stone 
hatched as a weapon of offence, though 
perhaps no one now living ever saw 
them do so. An equally interesting 
point is to know on what authority 
the grizzlv is made to hug an anta- 
gonist. The grir-sly has been report- 
ed to strike with a vigor something 
bet ween a steam hammer and thunder 
bolt. Its modelling in an attitude of 
ing may he accounted for by the 
fact that the sculptor is completing a 
four years' course of Parisian art, 
w here it is just possible that he has re- 
sorted for his natural history to the 
late Mr. Cooper's novels. It is not 
the intent of these remarks to affirm 
dogmatically that either Indian or 
bear has suffered at the sculptor's 
hands an art change, into something 
rich and strange. They go no furthsr 
than to point out that the figures re- 
quire us to revise ideas as to both 
animals that have been pretty gen- 
erally, if ignorantly, entertained. —

Hotel Pieomont, Louisa, April 

The last Journal- Virginia letter 
containing the information that the 
postponement of the next State Con 
vention of Deaf-Mutes was being 
favorably considered by the Direc- 
tors of the Association, fell like a 
thunderbolt upon the heads of the 
Staunton mutes. Their very little 
interest shown in the next convention 
being held in their city, caused the 
thoughtful heads of the directorate to 
begin thinking of a postponement, 
The Journal named Staunton as the 
best place for the next convention 
and received the favorable considera- 
tion of all the Board at its last meet- 
ing last December. Upon further 
enquiring into the opinion of its 
members, and several trips made to 
different parts of the Slate to con- 
sult with the more intelligent class of 
mutes, we believe it to our interest to 
postpone the Convention, and hold it 
in the Capital City once more. The- 
reasons for the postponement are 
given as follows : 1st. That a good 
many of the deaf in East Virginia 
complain of the expense it will be to 
them to cross the mountains. 2d. 
That many mutes working on farms 
find it about impossible for them to 
be present — of these, the largest 
come from the valley, (Staunton 
District). 3d. That many of the 
deaf of Virginia would like to meet 
their friends at the Exposition in 
Richmond, etc. The Hoard consult- 
ed with each other by means ot cor- 
respondence, and up to date a quo- 
rum has been secured in favor of 
postponing — and within a few days 
the president will announce the post- 
ponement a thing of realty, unless 
however, some unforeseen cause sud- 
denly springs up. 

If the postponement is decided up- 
on, and the place named as Richmond, 
(date some time in October), no 
doubt, the Principal of the 1 nst it u t ion, 
who has helped the cause so much, 
and the corps of hearing teachers, 
who showed mueh interest in the 
organisation of the association, will 
regret the decision of the Hoard to 
carry the convention back to Rich- 
mond, yet will give their hearty sup- 
port to it when the causes that have 
sprung up, which necessitates a post- 
ponement and change of place are 
explained. However, we will state 
here that it is not as yet a decided 
fact that the postponement will 
occur, though up to date a quorum of 
the Hoard have given their hearty 
support to the change, hut it may 
happen that they will give up to the 
minority, and consent to try Staun- 
ton for once, if no more, as a place 
of holding their gatherings. Fully 
nine-tenths of the present members 
of the Association are residents of 
that portion of the State lying cast 
of the Blue Ridge. The mutes living 
in tho Valley due west are mostly of 
an agricultural class, and August is 
a busy month with them. 

The Journal will be kept fully 
posted by telegraph of thejCftoi deci- 
sion of the Board — as a wire connects 
this bureau with the W. IT. T. office 
at the depot.
